EXPERT CANNOT 
SWIM WIDTH OF 
CHANNEL WATER 


NEW YORK. Sept 15.— The fafl- 
dre of H eri|yf|j«lUvant of Lowell, 
Mass., to SKIRL the English chan­ 
nel on h is lfu y lt! attempt, recalls 
the efforts or swimmers from all 
corners of the world to accomplish 
the feat. 
Only twice iii history has tho 
restless s t r e t t i water given way. 
to the efforts of aquatic stars. In 
1875 
Captain- Matthew Webb, aa 
Englishman, crossed from Dover to 
Calais in 21 hoars, 35 minutes. He 
was favored by a light wind and a 
comparatively* 
calm sea, 
actually 
swimming about 32 miles. 
The distance across the channel 
at the narrcnteat point, Dover to 
Capt Gris Net, a French headland 
in the Pas de Calais, is about 20 
miles but swimmers are compelled 
to zig-zag ih combatting the waves , 
and tides. 
The second successful attem pt to 
cross the 
channel w as 
made on 
Sept. 6, IDIX, by William T. Bur* 
gess* an Englishman by birth, but' 
a naturalized Frenchman. 
Fifteen 
times previously; he had attempted 
to make the perilous swim, On the 
sixteenth he 
swam 
from 
South 
Foreland, 
Dover, to Le Chatelet, 
a little village two miles east of 
Cape Gris Nez, in 
22 hours, 36 
minutes. He 
covered 
about 
60 
miles. 
Burgess’ feat was considered even* 
more wonderful than that of Cap­ 
tain Webb, in that he met with the 
most adverse conditions. 
In mid­ 
channel he was stung severely by 
Jelly-fish and became ill and was 
ready to abandon thb swim. When 
but a short distance off the French 
coast he met the ebbing tides and 
battled 
for three 
hours 
before 
reaching slack water. 
Two other men said to have ac­ 
complished the feat could not prove 
their claims. Captain Davis Dalton, 
of New York, declared he swam 
the channel in August, 1800, cov­ 
ering 60 
miles in 
23 hours, 
30 
minutes. He claimed to have swam 
the entire distance on his back, and 
to have been so blinded by salt wa­ 
ter that his sight was impaired for 
months afterward.

AMERICAN CAMPANILE 
T 
HE records of past ages are 
authority for the fact that cam­ 
paniles or bell towers became very 
common In Italy and especially in 
Rome between the eighth and elev­ 
enth centuries. Almost everybody has 
at some time seen a picture of that 
famous old one of old St. Mark’s 
Church in Venice. 
On the other hand, campaniles are 
rarely seen In the United States now­ 
adays and yet California boasts what 
is perhaps the most splendid example 
of a bell tower on the western hemis­ 
phere. 
It is one of the most-pleasing and 
graceful architectural structures one 
can hope to look upon and is located In 
the grounds of the University of Cal­ 
ifornia, at Berkeley. The gift of a Mrs. 
Sater, it cost about $200,000, Is 302 
feet High, approximately 36 feet square 
and is constructed of California gran­ 
ite, with the exception of the pyramid­ 
ally-shaped top-piece which is of white 
marble. 
Within the tower is an immense 
clock and a chime of twelve beautiful­ 
ly-toned bells. 
These precious bells 
were safely transportee! through the 
submarine-infested waters of the At­ 
lantic, on their Journey from the old 
world, during the earlier days of the 
world war. 
These bells, also the gift of Mrs. 
Sater, range in weight from 349 to 
4,118 pounds. The tenor or largest 
bell carries the following inscription, 
written especially for the purpose by 
Professor Flagg of the university: 
••We ring, we chime, we toll; 
Iaend ye the silent part.

LEAP FOR LIFE 


Fort Henry was a little stockade 
built for the protection of the settlers 
of West Virginia against the British 
and Indians daring the War of the 
Revolution. 
It stood on the Ohio 
river near the present site of Wheel­ 
ing. In the summer of 1777 when It 
was besieged by a strong force of sav­ 
ages, Maj. Sam McCullough, a noted 
border leader, left Fort Pitt at the 
head of 40 men to raise the siege. 
Coming in sight of the fort, McCul­ 
lough’s men made a dash for the gat#s 
and passed through them In safety, al­ 
though tile Indians made a desperate 
effort to cut them off. Major McCul­ 
lough held back to cover the retreat 
of his men until they were safely with­ 
in its walls and delayed so long that 
the redskins succeeded in getting be­ 
tween him and the fort. 
Setting spurs to his horse, the 
ranger leader dashed for a hill back 
of the fort. At its top he met another 
band of Indians and at the same time 
a third group approached him from 
another direction. The Indians were 
now on three sides of him. 
On the 
other was a high precipice projecting 
over Wheeling creek, 300 feet below. 
The ranger was cornered. 
The Indians raised a yell of triumph 
as they closed in on him. But when 
they saw McCullough turn his horse 
toward the cliff, they stopped in 
amazement. 
Urging ids horse to a dead run, the 
scout dashed toward the precipice. At 
the brink of the chasm he drove honfe 
the spurs and as his mount flew into 
the air braced himself in the saddle. 
The first leap was a clear lirop of 50

The London 
Reparations 
Conference 
between 
Germany and the Allies had an un­ 
expected result and accelerated ma­ 
terially the movement towards a 
positive settlement of the problem 
of the amount of Germany’s war 
indemnity. The doubtful status of 
this matter has constituted a de­ 
pressing influence tipoff business 
readjustment in every part of the 
world. 
Developments In the British coat 
strike add another hopeful element 
to the world outlook. It has been 
proved definitely that the spirit of 
real democracy Is strong enough in 
the English-speaking 
peoples 
to 
protect them against an attack 
upon Its fundamental principles. 
There Is much in this event* and 
in the lessons of the grotesque fail­ 
ure of Russia’s attempt at a purely 
proletarian domination of produc­ 
tion, as well as In the probable 
outcome of the many efforts of la­ 
bor In America to claim an unfair 
and uneconomic special privilege in 
the social organization, to afford 
universal Instruction. 
The results of the recent elec­ 
tions in Italy seem to prove conclu­ 
sively that constructive and eco­ 
nomically sound influences are like­ 
ly to dominate affairs in that coun­ 
try. 
In recent figures from France 
can he seen the degree of restora­ 
tion that has already taken place 
in the areas devastated during the 
war. In 1014 the population of these 
devastated districts wast* 4,700,000. 
At the time of the armistice it 
had fallen to 1,900,000, while today 
the former residents have returned 
until the total is only 600,000 below 
the pre-war record. Nine-tenths of 
the soil of the districts fought 
over wos damaged; this is now 
four-fifths restored to cultivation. 
The railroads are now 99% per 
cent normal; 80 per cent of the 
bridges are repaired, and 50 per 
cent of the industrial works are in 
operation. Coal mines in the areas 
in question had an output of 22,- 
548,659 metric tons prior to 1914; 
they have already been restored to 
an output of 43% per cent of the 
pre-war level. 
The 
approval 
by 
the 
United 
States senate of an indemnity of 
$25,000,000 to Colombia in repara­ 
tion .for the loss of her Panama 
territory closes a controversy of 
long duration, and the effect upon 
the relations of the United States 
and Colombia will probably be salu­ 
tary. 
Altogether our recent informa­ 
tion gives hope of greatly increased 
trade opportunities abroad in tbs 
near future.
